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THE LONG-SUFFERING PUBLI 


HOSE who impute to us a national lack of patience and 
politeness must admit that there are occasions upon 
which we deserve a long mark for self-restraint and 
kindly consideration of the feelings of our tormentors. Un- 
doubtedly altruism is one of the finest jewels in the moral 
crown, but it has its limits, and at the close of a season that 
has abounded in lectures and debates it seems a fitting time 
to protest against their being stretched beyond the point of 
human endurance by downright bores in the shape of chairmen 
and speakers, who vocally amble on and on while their audi- 
ences, however they may chafe inwardly at the waste of time 
and mental irritation, begotten of a dreary rehearsing of com- 
monplaces, sit as patiently as dumb puppets. 


In private their victims discuss the advisability of a stiff civil 
service course for chairmen who apparently are of the firm 
conviction that they are expected to make the longest addresses 
of the occasion over which they preside, and certainly they as 
well as other speakers frequently stand in need of training in 
the direction of much thought and few words. 


Upon one occasion recently, when at the conclusion of his 
address, a distinguished man, in whom his audience was en 
thusiastically interested, left the place of assembly, more than 
three-quarters of those who remained did so as a matter of 
civility to the remaining speakers, none of whom was of special 
repute, and were promptly punished for their politeness by the 
very next speaker, who conceived it fitting to go over again an 
the dryest manner possible much of the information and com- 
ment that had been so finely presented by the distinguished 
man he followed. The address was long, and dull beyond com- 
parison, besides being stale as to subject, but in spite of these 
vexatious defects, hundreds of men and women endured the 
bore with a quiet resignation that spoke volumes for their 
self-restraint. Nor was there anything out of common in their 
behavior, for hundreds of assemblages every season endure in- 
flictions of this type. Indeed, so usual is it for the public to 
practice altruism under such circumstances that the audience 
in this instance was considered to have administered a stinging 
rebuke, when, toward the close of the tiresome address, upon 
the speaker announcing that he would bring his remarks pres 
ently to a close, it broke into vigorous applause. 


It is even a question whether audiences are justified in put- 
ting up with bores of this kind, for such amiability tends both 
to develop and to perpetuate the species. There is no good 
reason why, because they wish to go to hear discussions of 
leading questions, hundreds of people should be compelled to 
sacrifice their peace of mind and ease of body on the altar of 
an ill-qualified speaker’s or chairman’s vanity, and it seems dis- 
tinctly in the line of progress that the inefficient should, as a 
rule, be made to realize their unfitness. 


Should the long-suffering public make known its disinclina- 
tion to put up with bores, and abandom its present custom of 
enduring them, it would not only tend to stop the practice in- 
dulged in by committees of securing two or three good men 
and filling in the time between with indifferent ones, but save 
many speakers the mortification, even though an unconscious 
one, of being so considered. Let us modify, not increase, the 
altruism of which the platform bore is the object. 
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Rofessor Munsterberg believes that the 
P modern science of psychology has an 
important relation to the detection and 
the prevention of crime, and to the testing of 
evidence as given in court, and this belief he 
sets forth popularly in his new volume of 
essays, On the Witness Stand, a book that 
must have a high interest for any active- 
minded person of fair education. Having care- 
fully excluded from these essays that formida- 
ble nomenclature of Greek derivatives in 
which the psychologist usually speaks to his 
fellows of the craft, he has made himself 
clear to any one who can read ordinary Eng- 
lish. He shows that honest and normal per- 
sons are subject to illusions of perception that 
may be reflected in memory to the serious in- 
jury of their testimony in court, and he ar- 
gues that the ordinary judge, jury and coun- 
sel are quite unable to make proper allowance 
for such sources of error. The psychologic 
expert is then a logical necessity as an aid in 
the administration of justice. Professor Mun- 
sterberg returns in these essays to the case 
of a youth hanged in Chicago for a crime of 
which he confessed himself guilty, and he in- 
sists now, as he insisted in the interval be- 
tween the conviction of the youth and his 
death, that he was innocent, that his confes- 
sion was the direct result of an abnormal 
state into which he was thrown under the 
operation of the so-called “third degree” 
treatment at the hands of the police. He dis- 
cusses also Harry Orchard’s confession. 

The chapter on Hypnotism and Crime dis- 
poses of a good many popular errors and in- 
cidentally attacks Mrs. Eddy’s theory of “ma- 
licious animal magnetism.” Prcfessor Mun- 
sterberg concludes that there is no such thing 
as the “hypnotic eye,” and goes so far as to 
doubt whether any murder was ever commit- 
ted by a person acting under hypnotic sug- 
gestion. His chapter on The Prevention of 
Crime proves him to regard society as the 
chief maker of criminals. Notwithstanding 
Lombroso’s theories, Professor Munsterberg 
denies that there is such a thing as the born 
criminal. His whole discussion of this sub- 
ject is most encouraging. He concludes this 
chapter and the book with the declaration that 
a short punishment for the professional crimi- 
nal is worse than useless, but that his career 
is a terrible warning against the delaying of 
intelligent efforts at the prevention of crime.

Individualists, however, may well meet his 
demand for greater municipal activity in the 
protection of the people against impure milk 
with the reply that with efficient inspection 
of the milk supply and of distributing agen- 
cies, and an extension of the hygienic edu- 
cation that we are now offering in the public 
schools we may well trust to the intelli- 
gence and parental love to do the rest. We 
do not exist solely for the state, and we may 
still trust something to human instinct. Let 
us hope the time is far off when we shall 
bring up all our babies in public institutions, 
or send municipal nurses to see that bottle- 
babies at home receive their milk in due sea- 
son, and as pure as it comes from the muni- 
cipal dairy. Mr. Spargo’s moderation is com- 
mendable in this volume, but he has the so- 
cialist’s faith in the magic power of a great 
state machine run by just ordinary human 
beings to take the place of the almost invari- 
able human instincts and motives that enable 
men and women, given a fair economic chance, 
to fend for themselves. Before we begin the 
municipal feeding of infants, why not try the 
experiment of discontinuing the state’s part- 
nership with the privileged classes, and giving 
everyday men and women equality of op- 
portunity? However little faith the socialists 
have in the ability of the common man to 
take care of himself and his own, there are 
some sanguine individualists who credit him 
with that simple power.

Bout once a year some author, more or 
A less known to fame, writes a novel 
which is claimed to be the only vera- 
cious account of the sins and foibles of New 
York society. Not so long ago, for instance, 
a writer who has gained wide publicity be- 
cause of his sensational tendencies, served up 
a weird literary concoction that might have 
been effectively dramatized as a popular 
“thriller.” 

Close on the heels of the fearsome Me- 
tropolis comes Katharine Trevalyan, by Miss 
Louise Maunsell Field, a new aspirant for 
fictional honors. This latest exposé of social 
life among the smart set is rather gracefully 
written, and will no doubt prove interesting 
and exciting to many readers. Nevertheless, 
this book is totally lacking in any suggestion 
of reality, and at times reveals a truly naive 
ignorance of human nature in general. The 
heroine is an orphan heiress of refinement, 
distinction and stately bearing, who for some 
inscrutable reason succumbs to the suit of a 
contemptible, penniless little ‘“bounder.” 
When, as the natural result of this ill-advised 
matrimonial adventure, an avalanche of mis- 
ery descends upon the poor girl, we find it 
difficult to sympathize with her. She ought 
to have known better. 

A large part of the book is given up to 
descriptions of teas, receptions, dances, bridge 
playing and country house parties. With the 
exception of a half dozen decent and respect- 
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able persons, the characters are a_ repel- 
lent, dissolute, shameless lot that impress 
one as sO many unwholesome puppets intro- 
duced to serve the author’s very obvious pur-
